Poll ot the Missouri Legislature on the Great 
Topic of the Session—The Expression of 
Individual Opinions—Will a Submission 
Resolution Be Passed ?—The Senate and 
House on the Subject from a Party Stand- 
point. 


Special to the Post-DIgPATCH. a 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., January 18.—Tbe 
question of the submission ofa Prohibition 
Constitutional amendment being one of the 
most prominent and important subjects which 
will come before the Legisiature for consider- 
ation this winter, the POST-DISPATCH has 
made an effort to obtain, in advance ofa 
vote upon the question, the opinions of every 
member of the General Assembly. In 
a few instances the members 
when interviewed supplemented their 
statements with aremark to the effect thgt 
their desire to vote a certain way might be 
changed by aconflict with the ruling senti- 
ment of their county or district. In all such 
cases the member was counted as doubtful in 
the general summary. 
The result of the interviews is as follows: 
In favor of submission, 14 Senators and 73 
Representatives; opposed to submission, 16 
Senators and 44 Representatives; doubtful, 
4 Senators and 23 Representatives. 
Of the Senators in favor of submission, 9 are 


opposed to submission, 10 are Democrats, 5 
are Republicans and 2 Greenback-Labor. 
Thirty-six Republican, 34 Democratic and 3 
Independent Representatives favor submis- 
sion ; 34 Democrats ,9 Republicans and 1 United 
Labor oppose it, and 16 Democrats, 5 Repub- 
licans and 1 United Labor are doubtful. 
IN THE SENATE 
it will require three additional votes to defeat 
submission and four additional votes to pass 
it. There are a sufficient number of ‘‘doubt- 
ful’’ members to pass or dofeat the joint and 
concurrent resolutions. In the House the 
submissionists just at present have a majority 
of two votes over all opposition, including 
doubtful votes. 
The opinions of the members are as follows: 
The Senate. 


Senator W. A. Jacobs, Republican, said: I 
am in favor of submission, and I shall vote for 
it. I think a prohibition amendment would 
pass in my Senatorial district. 

Senator J. C. Seabourn, Republican: I 
shall vote for submission, and think it will be 
supported in my district. 

Senator W. P. Sheldon, Republican: I am a 
submissionist, and I believe the amendment 
would receive a large vote in my district. 
Senator Lyman Parcher, Republican» I shall 
vote for submission; but do not think that a 
prohibition amendment would be adopted by 
a vote in my Senatorial district.

“STANFORD MUM. 


THE CALIFORNIA SENATOR HAS NO EX- 
PLANATION TO MAKE TO THE PUBLIC. 


Mr. Stanford Will Keep Faith with Those 
Who Serve Him Another Interesting 
Chapter in the Pacific Railroad Revela- 
tious— The Senate Waiting for Action by 
the House—Senator Gorman Favors a 
-Therough Investigation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTCH. 

Wasurmncron, D. O., January 18.—The sec- 
ond chapter of the Womp's revelations of 
the mismanagement of the Pacific Railroads, 
attracted nearly as wide-spread attention as 
the opening chapter on Saturday. It simply 
confirmed public men, without regard to 
party. in the belief of the necessity of an of- 
ficiai investigation which should be thorough- 
The story of yesterday reflects so severely 
upon the previous administration of the 
Department of Justice, that Senator 
Gorman’s opinion that the former at- 
torney-generals implicated,should demand an 
investigation, meets with general approval 
among Democrats. Senator Gorman, as a 
former manager of the Democratic campaign 
of 1884, understands only too well the powerful 
force that the treasury of the Pacific road has 
been in aiding the Republican managers. Mr. 
Gorman does not think much ofan investiga- 
tion. The Senate has full authority to go 
ahead independently of the House in the mat- 
ter. Senator John Sherman, who would have 
the appointment of a Senate commission, has 
already expressed himself in the most positive 
terms in favor of an investigation, and would 
undoubtedly make up a good committee. 

SENATOR STANFORD'S ATTITUDE. 

There was great curiosity at the Capitol yes- 
terday to see what Senator Stanford would 
do in the Senate chamber. The universal 
opinion among the Senators was that he 
would accept the WoRLD’s editorial invitation 
to explain. The first thing he did, however, 
on his arrival at the Senate, was to send out 
for the copies of the WoRLD from last Satur- 
day. He had all the articles cut out, includ- 


ing the editorials, and he spent the greater 
part of the afternoon in readingthem. To a 
reporter who culled upon him, later in the 
day, he said that he had noexplanation to 
make to the public. It was no concern of 
theirs. He had explained the expenditures at 
the time to the directors and stockholders, 
and they had approved them. That ended the 
matter 80 far as he was concerned. 

A friend of Senator Stanford said: ‘‘That is 
all the explanation that any investigating 
committee will get from Mr. Stanford. There 
is no power on earth that can compel him to 
tellhow'’he spent that money, or to whom 
those great bulky sums were paid. Senator 
Stanford keeps faith with those who serve 
him, and if there areany members of Congress 
or ex-members who are shaking in their shoes 
at the prospect of any revelations or explana- 
tions from him, they can dismiss their trepi- 
dations and be of good cheer. The Senator 
willnever uncover any transactions that ne 
had with them.’’ 

WAITING FOR THE HOUSF’S ACTION. 

There was nothing done in the Senate upon 
the subject of the Pacific Road investigation. 
It was thought best to wait for the action of the 
House to-day, because the resolution there is 
a joint one and will have to come to the Senate 
for consideration. It is believed that an inves 
tigation of the expenditures of the Central and 
Union Pacific roads will uncover the $30,000 
subscribed by Huntington toward the Garfield 
campaign in Indiana in 1880. Senators 
appear to be much more exercised 
over the developments than the mem- 
bers of the House. Senators Beck and 
Sherman’s vigorous opinions occasioned a 
good deal of talk about the Senate Chamber. 
Senator Stanford thought that Senator Sher- 
man’s opinion was very unkind and uncalled 
for, and that he had no richt to give such an 
opinion. Senator McPherson telegraphed 
that he would be back on Wednesday morn- 
ing, and his associates are inclined to wait to 
follow his lead. At the Treasury they 
are hard at work preparing the infor- 
mation asked by him in his re- 
cent resolution of inquiry. In the House

A MARRIAGE LICENSE ISSUED TO AUGUST 
SPIES AND MISS VAN ZANDT. 


The Culmination of a Remarkable Romance 
—Miss Van Zandt’s Infatuation for the 
Condemned Anarchist—Wealthy Relatives 
Enter a Strong Protest Against the Con- 
templated Union. ; 


Curoaco, January 18.—There was grave 
doubt yesterday that the marriage between 
August Spies, the anarchist, and Miss Nina 
Van Zandt, which was to havé occurred in the 
county jail on Thureday, would be permitted. 
The marriage-license clerk, Mr. Seegur, yes- 
terday said that he would not issue the 
license until he was compelled to do 80 by 
legal process. The whole affair, he thought, 
was a scheme hatched out by some friend 


of Spies whereby he hoped to create public 
a, re for the man and secure a commuta- 
tion of his sentence. James K. Van ’ 
the father ot the young woman espoused to 
Spies, was seen and said that he did not think 
the marriage would be had on Thursday as 
originally intended, but it was probable the 
event would take place within a week, al- 
though he could not say definitely. 
THE ROMANCE 

as obtained from parties connected with it 
and who are supposed to know, is as follows: 
Miss Nina Van dt is the only child of James 

. Van Zandt, a chemist and rfumer in 
Kirk’s factory, at No. 370 North Water street. 
The family residence ls at 336 Huron street. 
Miss Van Zandt had read the accounts 
of the famous anarchist 
and became interested. During 
closing days of the trials she was a regular at. 
tendant. She was dressed with delicacy and 
taste andin the latest fashion. She expressed 
herself as of the conviction that the men, of 
whose personal description she had formed an 
altogether erroneous idea, were not as guilty 
as they were made out to be and she was par- 
ticularly struck with Spies. Thenceforth 
she visited the jail dall and even 
went so far as to induce her pa-. 
rents to accompany her. Having been 
once misled as to the personal appearance of 
the anarchists, she was naturally led to relieve 
her mind of the impression she had formed of 
their moral character and by degrees began to 
value Spies very highly. This attachment 

rew on both and resulted, while notin a 

ormal betrothal, in a mutual understanding 
which, in fact,amounted to almost the same 
thing. 

The young lady’s father knew ofthe attach- 
ment and its probabie outcome from its very 
inception, but being of a liberal disposition 
and an open mind, put no barrier between his 
daughter and the object of her strange affec- 
tion. He disclaims all sympathy with the an- 
archist movementin any form. The reason 
he gave for withholding all objection to his 
daughter’s plans was that he knew it would 
be an utterly useless act and that she would 
gratify her ambition in spite of all remon- 
strance. 

Yesterday afternoon Marriage License Clerk 
Seeger received a dispatch from Mrs. John 
Arthurs of Pittsburg ordering no license Iis- 
sued for the marriage. Mrs. Arthurs is the 
aunt of the prospective bride and it is said, is 
quite wealthy.

THE NEW sTOCK YARDS 


Favored by Cattlemen—The Coal Supply— 
Advance in Rates—Railroad News. 


The Denver Range Journal takes a favorable 
view of the project of constructing new stock 
yards west of the city. The contracts have 
been let and the yards are expected tobe 
ready for operation in the spring or summer, 
with a capacity of 3,500 head ot cattle, 5,000 head 
of sheep and 7,500 head of hogs. In comment- 
ing on the enterprise, the Range Journal 


states that the new stock-yards cannot fail to 
offer superior advantages to the stockmen and 
dealers. The passage of the interstate com- 
merce Dill will prevent discrimination in rates 
and the coset of yardage will be much less in 
St. Louis than in © hicago. The stock of the 
Chicago yards, it is stated, has been 
watered from a cost of $1,500,000 to 813, 000. 000 
This extra burden must be borne’ by 
the cattiemen. The St. Louis yards will 
cost about $1,000,000 or possibly 81 500, 000 and 
operated on a fair basis it is believed that the 
stockmen will benefit by their construction. 
The enterprise is in the hands of cattiemen 
and the Journal predicts excelient results to 
the cattle trade in general and to the St. Louls 
market. 


The Coal Supply. 


The strikes of miners in the Fast and 
the high price of hard coal have 
given rise to apprehensions that the 


St. Louis supply may be drawn upon to such 
anextent as tocause an increase in prices 
here. Mr. E. J. Crandall, President of the 
St. Louis Consolidated Coal Company, said 
to-day that there was little danger that the 
price of coal here would be affected in any 
way. The mines tributary to St. Louis are 
worked only to asmall percent of their 8 
and a demand from abroad would be hailed 
asa blessing. St. Louis is now sending about 
fifty car-loads a day to Chicago and is also 
shipping to Omaha and other Northwestern 
oints. The Hlinois supply, it is thought, can 
e made plenty large enough to meet all 
foreign demands and leave sufficient for St. 
Louis at present prices.

J. J. UPCHURCH. 


Death of the Founder of the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIspatTcu. 
CuBA, Mo., January 18.—J. J. Upchurch, 
founder of the Ancient Order of United Work- 
men, died at his home in Steelville, this 
county, this morning at 2 o’clock, of pneumo- 
nia, after an Ulness of eight days, aged 67. He 
formed the first lodge of the order at Mead- 
ville, Pa., October 27, 1868, and it was named 
Jefferson Lodge No. 1. A. O. U. W. No one 


has been known to dispute his claim to the 
honor of founding this order now so extensive. 
The interests of the working men were the 
study of his life, and he did all in his power to 
prevent strikes so disastrous to both employes 
and employers. Nowthatheis gone he will 
be mourned by thousands who have received 
benefit from him. 


Who He Was. 


H. L. Rogers, Grand Master of the A. O. U. 
W. in Missouri, received telegrams this morn- 
ing announcing the death of J. J. Upchurch, 
and wired the information over the country 
tothe Supreme officers. Mr. Upchurch, he 
said, was about 60 years old, and had been 


a resident of Steeleville since 1880. 
He organized the first lodge of the 
order in Meadville, Pa., in 1886. 
There were fourteen members taken 
in at the first meeting. At the next 
meeting only seven appeared. They 
strugsled along for more than a year 


before the society was firmly established. Mr. 
Upehurch was a machinist in the employ of 
the Atlantic & Western Railroad. His 
idea was get all classes 
of ngs oe together in order 
that they might benefit each other by ex- 
changes of information. Reading rooms and 
libraries for their use were features 
in his scheme. The beneficiary features 
added later overshadowed in a measure the 
points of the original design, but the prin- 
ciple of the original organization remains. 
„The order las groben to nearly 
two hundred thousand members, said 
Mr. ers, more because it answered a 
need of the times than for any other: ison.

A Quarantine Refused. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 18.—A letter 
was recently received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment from Mr. R. G. Head, President of the 
International Range Association, asking that 


an order be issued prohibiting the importing 
of cattle into the United States from all coun- 
tries where contagious diseases exist. The 
Secretary has informed him in reply that 
under the existing Department § regula- 
tions the importation of meat cattle from 
all foreign countries, except Canada, is 
only permitted under strict quarantine. He 
says further: ‘‘A late careful investigation, 
made by this department through the Depart- 
ment of State, shows conclusively that no in- 
fectious cattle disease now exists in the Do- 
minion of Canada, and recent advices received 
from the Commissioner of Agriculture (who, 
under the law, bas charge of all quarantine 
matters) are tothe effect that no contagious 
diseases have been introduced into this 
country from other foreign countries. In view 
of these facts the department must decline at 
this time to force the prohibition requested in 
your letter.

KNIGHTS OF- LABOR TRYING TO PREVENT 
ITS ENCROACHMENT. 


The Strike in the Tobacco Factories Caused 
by the Promotion of Children to Men’s 
Places—Wages Earned at Liggett & Myers’ 
— The Knights Will Not Be Recognized—A 
Committee Takes Nine Employes from 
Butler’s When Refused a Hearing. 


At 9 o’clock yesterday morning seventy- 
seven employes of the Liggett & Myers To- 
bacco Copppany and nine employes of J. G. 
Butler & Co., tobacco manufacturers, went 
out onastrike. This move was not entirely 
unexpected. The proprietors of both houses 
had been visited by committees representing 
the Knights of Labor. The Liggett & Myers 
Co. had refused to treat with the committee. 
Butler & Co. had asked the members ot the 
committee to call again which they refused to 
do. The strike in both places was confined to 
the wrapping and machine rooms. In Liggett 
& Myers more than one-half the employes of 
these rooms quit work. At Butler’s about 
one-third went out. The complaint of the 
employes was that wages had been reduced, 
that cheap labor was given the preference over 
skilled labor and that children were employed 


to take the places ot men and women and that 
the Knights of Labor were discriminated 


against. 

GEO. 8. MYERS, 
manager of Liggett & Myers, stated this morn- 
ing that the establishment was not particu- 
larly embarrassed by the strike. We were 
working about 800 employes,’’ he said. Our 
regular force is about 1,100, but we had

AND THEN CUT HIS OWN THROAT’ WITH 
THE KNIFE. 


The Murderous Deeds of Wm. Dille, a Cab- 
inet Maker on Angelrodt Sstreet—~The 
‘Man Will Live—A Terrible Scene. 


At 2:30 p. m. to-day Wm. Dille, a cabinet 
maker, living at 1924 Angelrodt street, at 


tacked his wife with a butcher-knife after a 
quarrel growing out of some family 
matter. The attack was a brutal 


one and the woman was so hacked and cut that 
she sank tothe floor. Before the neighbors, 
who heard her screams and cries, rushed in 
She was dead. 


Near her stood Dille, with 
the knife in his hand, apparently exulting in 
the deed. Next he drew the 
same knife across his own 


throat and a flood of blood rushed down his 
breast. An ambulance was sentfor, and when 
it arrived Dille was loaded into it and taken to 
the Dispensary. 
3 THE CORPSE 
of his wife was left at the house. When he ar- 
rived at the dispensary he could walk around, | 
but the knife had severed his windpipe 
and he could not speak. In answer to 
questions he wrote the answers, giv- 
ing his name, occupation, etc. He 
stated that he was 45 years of age, 
but would give no reason for the 
crime. Soon after he begun to sink. 
His wound was then dressed and he was 
sent to the City Hospital, His injuries are not 
necessarily fatal. In fact, the Dispensary 
physicians think he will surely recover. 

HOW THE TRAGEDY WAS DONDB. 

Fuller accounts of the tragedy was received 
later. Fredericka Dille, the murdered 
woman, was standing in the kitchen of 
her home engaged in the preparation 
ot dinner. Her husband had been out of the 
house, and he returned about 2:30 o'clock. 
He entered the kitchen, and; before she 
perceived him, he took a _ butcher 
knife from her hands and plunged it 
into her breast. She fell to the floor the blood 
gushingthe wound. He then stripped the 


clothing from his wife's form 
and dragged the body to an 
inner room. The clothing was thrown into 
the coal box of the stove and 
fire set to it. Returning to 
the kitchen Dille took a chop- 
ping knife and endeavored to efface 
the evidences of his crime. He could 
not remove the stains of blood, and 
with the knife he had used in 
murdering his wife cut his own throat. When 
Policeman Haley entered the room, 
having deen called by the fright-— 
ened chidren, who escaped from 
the house when the woman was stabbed- -Dille

KAISER AND REICHSTAG. 

If BrsMaRCK’s dissolution of the Reich- 
stag is merely an appeal to the country to 
decide a dispute between the Executive 
and the Legislature as to whether the in- 
creased appropriation for the army shall 
be for three years or for seven, a majority 
elected in favor of the longer term will 
clothe his policy with the proper sanction 
and leave no occasion for a coup d’etat in- 
volving a vital question of constitutional 
authority. 

But itis given out that BISMARCK and 
the Kaiser will not yield the point in dis- 
pute to any Reichstag that may be 
elected, and will continue to dissolve 
each new one which refuses to pass 
this bill, governing in the meantime 
without a budget. Rather than see 
matters brought to such a pass many 
voters, at heart unwilling to concede the 
seven-year appropriation, may deem it 
best after all to avoida crisis by yielding 
the point and letting the willful Chan- 
cellor have his way. Ifthe threat is put 
forth for electioneering effect only, 
backed as it is by the authority and pres- 
tige of such men as WILHELM, BISMARCK 
and Von MOLTKE, it may well serve such 
a purpose. 

There isa suspicion abroad, however, 
that the occasion of a critical state of 
affairs in Europe has been seized upon 
and an army budget utilized for precipi- 
tating a contest, the realaim of which is 
to render the Imperial Executive more in- 
dependent of the Reichstag. When 
that body offered to vote the ap- 
propriation for three years and to 
renew it as often as circumstances 
should still justify such action, BIs- 
MARCK fiercely resented the proposition 
that the Reichstag should presume to 
claim the right to exercise any discretion 
about such a matter, or to do anything 
but sanction the amount and duration of 
the increased expenditure according to 
the Kaiser’s present estimate of what the 
public safety will require for seven years 
to come. 

Read through American spectacles, the 
Chancellor’s declaration seemsto obliter- 
ate the vital distinction between auto- 
cratic rule and free government. If the 
discretion of the Kaiser and not that of 
the people's chosen representatives in the 
Reichstag isto determine what legisla- 
tion shall be enacted, what appropriations 
shall be voted and how long they 
shall be payable, then the Reichstag 
is not to wield any real authority, not to 
represent the National will, but to obey 
the orders ofthe Kaiser in regard to leg- 
islation and clothe his edicts with a coun- 
terfeit semblance of popular sanction and 
Legislative authority. When the veto 
power is not enough and the Executive as- 
sumes also the right to compel the Legis- 
lature to go through the form of enacting 
bills it does not approve, then the Legis- 
lature which places itself in such an atti- 
tude of subordination and obedience to Ex- 
ecutive mandates is in no sense a deliber- 
ative body, in no sense a legislature. The 
very idea of a legislature seems to be de- 
stroyed by supposing it to be bound by the 
mandate of King or Kaiser to make laws 
contrary to its own judgment, or con- 
trary to its understanding of the will of 
its constituent electors.

BOGUS TITLES. 

The papers have recently announced 
the death by suicide in Cincinnati of 
@ young German named Schaar, who 
sought to throw a romantic halo around 
his memory by calling himself the “Earl 
of Durkheim,’’ and we have also read the 
notice of the death of “Sir Tuomas May 
of Louisiana.’’ 

These are evidently bogus titles. There 
are no earls in Durkheim and no baronets 
in Louisiana. The gentleman who playfully 
called himself Sir Taomas May varied his 
fantastico aspirations to a title by creating 
himself Earl of Mayfield,” an earldom 
not marked on any map of Louisiana. 

The real earls and dukes and barons of 
this country are the railroad kings, the 
Standard Oil nobility, the ce@f baronsand 
lobby lords. They do not wear fantastico 
titles. On the contrary, they studiously 
avoid such display. But in real power 
and influence they are stronger than any 
House of Peers has been in the last two 
hundred years. 


TOO LATE. 

From the anti-monopoly element of the

Well may society exclaim with Ko-Ko 
in the Mikado, Here's a state of 
things.“ The father of the eccentric 
damsel seems to know her very well and 
says that he has not opposed the idea be- 
cause he knew it would be no use, and 
the Sheriff of Chicago, who has charge of 
the future bridegroom, seems to have an 
accurate knowledge of the situation in 
general as expressed in the sententious

THE LAW OF DIVORCE. 


The present session of the Legislature 
promises to be occupied largely with ques- 
tions which are rather moral than po- 
litical. 

The submission question has been forced 
on the Legislature by a strong pressure 
of public opinion. It involves the settle- 
ment of the prohibition question. 

In addition to this non-politica) issue, 
the Legislature will be called on to deal 
witha bill materially changing the divorce 
laws of the State. 

At present divorce is practically within 
the reach of any discontented married 
couple. Lax as the laws are aud numer- 
ous as are the legal grounds, it is to be 
feared that at least one-half of the many 
divorces granted in this State are obtained 
by illegal collusion between ill-mated 
couples who wish to be free. 

The new law would make adultery the 
sole ground on which a divorce could be 
obtained. 

Such a law is undoubtedly in accord 
with the higher and better moral senti- 
ment of the State. That sentiment be- 
lieves that laxity of divorce is an insidious 
injury to the cause of morality. The fam- 
ily tie is one of the strong safeguards of 
society, and any law which weakens this 
tie lowers the moral tone of the people. The 
religious sentiment and the family senti- 
ment are alike opposed to the prevalent 
facility of divorce, and will support any 
such legislation as is proposed.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL CASSIDY has scored 


another important victory for the Consti- 
tution and the people of Pennsylvania in 
his campaign against law-defying corpo- 
rations. In spite of the statute forbidding 
foreign corporations to hold lands in that 
State, the Erie Railroad bought the whole 
of the capital stock of the Northwestern 
Mining and Exchange Company, including 
about 30,000 acres of coal lands belonging 
to that company. In a proceeding to have 
these lands declared escheated to the 
State, Attorney-General Cassi has ob- 
tained fromthe State Supreme Court a 
decision that, ifthe evidence shall show 
to the satisfaction of a jury that 
the Northwestern Mining and Ex- 
change Company is a mere device 
to conceal the true ownership of 
the land in question, and to 
evade the law when the Erie Company is 
the real proprietor, then the lands afore- 
said escheat to the State, unless the Erie 
Company can show affirmatively that it 
has been authorized by special law to ac- 
quire and hold said land. Thus again has 
the device of a dual incorporation failed 
toenable corporations to evade the laws 
of Pennsylvania. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt’s Beautiful Necklace.

There was a new operas and a new necklace 
for the fashionable people to see this week. 
The opera was *‘Merlin,’’ and it was well 
enough in ite way. The triumphant article 
was the famous string of pearis which had 


to dazzle beholders accustomed to lavish 
adornments. It consists of 6 Oriental 
pearis, set in a golden chain, and it was 
valued then at about $150,000. Napoleon’s 
widow put it into a safe deposit vault in Paris 
on her retirement to Ohiselhurst, and there it 
lay until the recent sale of her useless effects. 
William K. Vanderbilt and his wife were in 
the French capital. and they purchased it at 
$130,000. They bought other things from the 
Eugenie collection—mostly household em- 
bellishments—and these will be disclosed at 
next week’s reopening of the Fifth avenue 
residence. But Mrs. Willie Vanderbilt put on 
the necklace for the opera. It was WOrn across 
the top of her head, thénce down the back of 
her coiffure to her neck, which it encircled, 
with enough left to hang down on her bosom. 
Not a singer on the stage, and hardly a dan- 
seuse, commanded so many glasses as did 
Mrs. Vanderbilt and her necklace. 


The Vote on the Cullom Bill. 
From the Chicago Tribune (Rep.). 

With an exception or two hardly worthy of 
mention the Senators who voted against the 
Interstate Commerce bill all come from a nar- 
row strip of country along the Atlantic sea- 
board, with Boston and New York as the 
seats of influence and power. These Sena- 
tors are the creatures of the Eastern pluto- 
crats—representatives of a few thousand con- 
stituents who own several billions of railroad 
stocks and bonds, largely watered. The Sen- 
ators controlled by the Eastern bond and 
mortgage holders and stock and currency 
manipulators voted solidly against the bill, 
and up to the last moment they bad the sym- 
pathy and support of a few recreants living 
outside the plutocratic section ofthe Union. 
Some of these unfaithful Western Senators 
got on very thin ice in their attempts to have 
the bill recommitted and so killed, for the 
present session at least. They made wry faces 
when brought to face the main question, but 
when there was no longer an opportunity to 
snift or evade the issue they took their medi- 
cine and voted for the bill, but were swearing 
mad. Still the proposition to recommit was 
the real test, and the people ofthe West can 
safely balance accounts with their Senatorial 
representatives according to the way their 
votes were cast on that motion. 


Speed of Toboggans—Not so Verv Fast. 
From the Spirit of the Times. 

A time test was made January 5 on the 
Ridgefield slide, near Albany, N. I. The slide 
was clear of snow, and the bed smooth and 
clean. From the top of the slide to the bridge, 
a distance of 240 feet, the time was 4/2 seconds. 
This ts at the rate of a mile in 1 minute 39 seo- 
onds, but the speed is maintained only down 
the slide, and falis off at once on the level. 

During the past week Mr. W. O. Eschwege, 
Captain of the Nassau Tobogganing Club, has 
supervised a series of trials on the huge slides 
at Washington Park, Brooklyn, and, with 
everything in perfect order, the fastest time 
made down the 200 feet of platform was 4 sec- 
onds—not quite as fast as the Ridgefield trial. 
The fastest time made over the 660 feet of the 
Washington Park slide and runway has been 
16 seconds, which would be at the rate of a 
mile in 2 minutes 8 seconds. 

And yet with these and similar facts in easy 
reach, fools and liars continue to prate about 
1,400 feet in 12 seconds at Orange, a mile in 30 
seconds at Tuxedo, and three miles in a 
minute on the ‘‘expert’’ toboggan.

Lowpon, January 18.—[Copyright, 1887.]—

that over one-half of the registrations were 
fraudulent. These included straw men, non- 
residents, removais, eto. Following their in- 
structions the supervisors on the following 
day took up their stand at the poll determined, 
as far as possible, to prevent further 
wrong in ‘the conduct of the election 
at that precinct by challenging any 
persons not entitled to a vote and who offered 
to cast one. At 10;15 on election day John 
Mitchell and W. B. Christian, or at least two 
men who represented that such were their 
respective names, approached the polling 
booth.

Owing to the lack of instructions in the ques- 
tion of arresting offenders or those attempt- 
ing to cast fraudulent votes, the supervisors 
remonstrated with the parties offering, instead 
of at once resorting to the sterner 
methods and placing the parties under arrest. 
In many instances, when the supervisors 
found persons on the point of offering illegal 
ballots, they argued with them, showing that 
they knew the votes were not legal, and the 
citizen, repeater, striker or whatever he hap- 
pened to be withdrew his offer to vote and no 
further action was taken. This will explain 
the entries ‘‘withdrew offer to vote’’ in the 
above report. 

In the 98th Precinct, Tenth Ward, the judges 
did not even give many of the colored voters 
a show. Several of them who had been 
stricken from the poll books in the wholesale 
wiping out of the colored vote had secured 
reinstatement by making the legal appeal,but 
on election day they found themselves as badly 
ott as ever. Though their names, addresses 
and registration numbers appeared on 
poll-books and were undisputed the judges 
and clerks would not receive the votes as the 
word ‘‘colored’’ inserted under the provision 
for the better identification of the voter had 
been marked out by some person. Advantage 
was taken of this to disfranchise a large num- 
ber of voters as reported by Supervisor Kraut 
to Chief Supervisor Wood as follows:

SCORING. 


President Young Tenders Some Valuable 
Advice on the Subject. 


I have been asked this question, writes 
President Young: Suppose A reaches first on 
called balis; the pitcher sends the next three 
men to base in like manner, forcing A to home 
piate, is the run earned? I would say, most 
emphatically, yes. The new rules give a bats- 
manthe premium of a base hit for patiently 
waiting for a good ball, and though the pitcher 


is fined to the same extent, any run so gained 
is earned. 

This query has also been propounded: A 
reaches first on a safe hit; B forces him out at 
seconad--no chance fora double Play; B finall 
scores a hit; is B's run earned? To this 
would answer, no. A man must earn bis first. 
Had A not occupied tne base B would probably 
have been retired. It would be be manifestly 
unfair to credit B with an earnedran after he 
had forced a man out by his weak batting and 
scored on the hits of other plavers. The same 
rule would, of course, hold were B to reach 
first on being struck by the pitcher or upon an 
legally delivered ball. 

I have seen it stated that the pitcher is not 
to receive an assist for a strike-out under the 
amended rules. This is an error, the rule ex- 
pressly providing that the pitcher shall be 
given an ussist as well as a credit for the 
strike-out in the summary. 

I have been asked where the line of demark- 
ation lies between a base hit for a batsman 
and an error forafielder. I am free to say 
that the distinction is frequentiy so fine as to 
be simply a matter of personal opinion, 
thougha few general considerations should 
govern the majority of cases. In the first 

lace I would adopt the player’s standpoint 

n scoring hits. It is, of course, impossible 

for the scorer to accurately estimate the abil- 
— of each particular fielder, nor can de tell 
whether the players are in good form. While 
these important points cannot weigh with the 
reporter, be can judge as to the honesty and 
sincerity of the effort made and the result ob- 
tained should be considered in that light. 
Record players are soon recognized and 
should be unsparingly dealt with. The fielder 
of the future is the man who tries for every- 
thing and allows his ‘‘average’’ to look out 
for itself. 

Hot drives to the infleld should be held or 
handled if they go directly to a player. A 
first baseman is sometimes to be excused for 
failing to hold a liner from a left-handed 
batsman, for those bitters certainly screw a 
ball around to first with terrific force, but 
balls batted directivto a fielier should not 
go througu him. There is a certain bound in 
the outfield, between the short-bound— 
which is easily picked up by the skilful 

layer—and the long bound, which can be 
judgea with little difticuity. It strikes a few 

eetin frontofa flelder and is liable to car- 
rom atany angle, usually leaving the ground 
sharply and going over the fleider’s shoulder. 
Ifthe player stops it he is assisted by chance 
to a great degree and should not be given an 
error if he fails to do 80. 

To score an error against a fielder who 
makes a long, hard run fora fly the ball 
shouid strike his hands fairly and constitute a 
palpable muff. These catches are drilltant 
points in fielding, and attempts at them 
should be encouraged in every legitimate way.

John Lawrence Sullivan, the hitter, is going 
to make a book bearing his name as author. A 
contract binding him to this work is reposing 
snugly in a drawer at one of the publishing 
houses iu this city. This instrument is signed 
also by Patrick Sheedy of Chicago, the hitter’s 
bosom friend and only manager. It waits no 
more than the triumphal return of this pair 
frum knocking out various obstacles in the 
West to begin the work of composi- 
tion. The book will then be rushed as 


rapidly as possible to completion. The name 
under which it will be issued is not fully de- 
cided, but it will probabil be ‘‘Memoirs. by 
Jahn L. Sullivan.’’ II it ſs not this it will be 

Reminiscences.’’ It is said that Sullivan 
favored ‘‘Memorabilia;’’ but Sheedy reminded 
him that this title, though strikingly signifi- 
cant and appropriate intrinsically and phil- 
Ologically considered, was associate in 
the minds of the literary public too closely 
with men noted for their peaceful ten- 
dencies; and that, moreover, many people 
91 inclined to underrate Mr. Sullivan 
would be still more deeply prejudiced by this 
title, seeing in it only a sly attempt to knock 
out of literary estimation by comparison the 
man whose name has been for a score of cen- 
turies associated with it—the genial Greek 
historian Xenophon. S8ullivan’s generous 
nature yielded to this argument and ‘*Memo- 
rabilia’’ was abandoned.

‘The Poplar Street Track—Did Col. Broad- 
head Formerly Give an Opinjon That I 

Was Legal?—How Judge Portis Construes 
the Law and Constitatieon as to Street 


Ratlroads—The Old County Court Order 
Suit in the Supreme Court. 


Mr. T. J. Portis, General Solicitor of the 
Missouri Pacific Rallroad, makes the following 
statement relative to the argument recently 
made before the Supreme Court of the State 
concerning an old County Court order, giving 
the old Iron Mountain Road permission to lay 
tracks on certain streets in this city. Mr. 
Portis has been sick and unable to reply to 
Col. Broadhead earlier. His statement is as 


follows: 

On my return te St. Louis, my attention was 
called to a publication in your issue of the 
12th inst., in which the namesof Mr. Gould, 
Ool. Broadhead and myselt re quite con- 
spicuously, and in which, I think, injustice is 
done to all of us. ickness and pressure of 
other business have prevented me from at- 
tending to this earlier. 

It is difficult to realize that Col. Broadhead 
made all the statements charged to him in the 
newspapers about this case. It is true he ad- 
mitted in open court his utter inability to un- 
derstand my position, and requested me to 
state it again, which I declined to do, for the 
reason that it seemed to be useless after my 
repeated explanations to the Court in his hear- 
ing. If Col. Broadhead did state that I de- 
ceived him as to the question involved,

the reason that he did not and could not un- 
derstand my position; or he stated what he 
must have known to be untrue. The several 
points presented in the brief prepared by 
Judge Pike and myself, and the conciuding 
clause thereof, it seems to me, cannot be 
misunderstood by any one. The last clause 
reads thus: ‘‘Respondent respectfully sub- 
mits that the decision of the trial court was 
correct and should be affirmed.’’ To this one 
question solely all the arguments in the brief 
and those made orally were directed, 

There was no other Lu inthe case. 
The only effort made to inject anything else 
into it was made by Col. Broadhead himself. I 
never heard of Mr. Ellis’ connection witn the 
case until I read it in the newspapers after 
my return to St. ulis, 

IN REPLY TO JUDGE NORTON’S QUESTION 
I stated that the purpose of my argument was 
to show that the action of the Coun Court 
was one purely of discretion and not judicial, 
and, therefore, no appeal would iie therefrom. 
Andlapprehend Judge Norton and all the 
other Judges will bear me out in this state- 
ment, as have no doubt they 
all understood me clearly. The papers 
report Col. Broadhead as being greatly 
surprised at the line of * argument, and 
that I had misied him, eto. t may be he was 
misled. Icannot be responsible for his mis- 
takes. But he will not deny, I presume, that 
the matter was several times fully discussed 
in St. Louls by him during the week before 
the case was ve be tried—first, as he informed 
me, with Mr. Beil, then with Judge Pike, and 
then with me. Nor will he deny, I presume, 
that he knew the case was set for trial on the 
10th inst., and that he tried to get both Judge 
Pike and myself to consent to amend the 
record so as to put in all the facts which 
would raise the question of the validity of the 
order of the County Court, and thus enable 
the Supreme Court to try the case on its 
merits, and we declined to consent 
thereto, He wanted that done de- 
cause of the interests of his clients 
who owned property along the railroad. 
We declined to consent to his proposition, on 
the ground that the only question in the case 
was the right of appeal, and we did not wish 
to have any other question injected into the 
case. Thereupon, Col. Broadhead told both 
Judge Pike and myself that he believed our 
position on that question was correct, 
and unless we would consent to amend the 
record as he proposed, so as to let the case be 
tried on the merits, he would have nothing to 
do with the case. hat was the last I heard of 
him until I met him in the Supreme Court 
room. And when he claims to have known 
nothing about my position in the case or that 
he did not know when the case was to be 
tried until he saw our brief 
and heard my argument to the Court, 
(which he certainly did not understand), his 
memory serves him as badly as it does about 
the written opinion his firmis saidto have 
formerly given the railroad company te the 
effect that it had the legal right to construct 
and operate the track on Poplar street, and 
for which opinion, it is said, they were lber - 
ally paid by the company. 
ME. BELL 
fully understood the ease and our position 
aboutit. so well did we agree about the facts 
to be presented to the Court that we accepted 
Mr. Bell’s statement ot them without altera- 
tion or addition. And he feels, I presume, no 
apprehension ot our alleged efforts to hood- 
wink tne Uourt, or that the Court will not fully 
understand the real question presented if 
Col. Broadhead can not. As stated 
to the Court, I do not think I should be 
beld responsible for his inability to com- 
prebend the —~ in the case. Nor dol 
think he or the papers should charge Mr. 
Gould and myself with deception or trickery 
because of such inability on bis part. So far 
as I know and believe all that has been said 
about Mr. Gould in connection with this mat- 
ter is wholly untrue. I donotthink Mr. Gould 
even knew there was such a case. Iam sure 
he did not know where I was or that the case 
was to be tried at that time. I knew he was 
expected to bein St. Louis that week, but I 
did notknow he was there until after he was 
gone. Both he and myself are certainly entirely 
innocent of any collusion, concert of action 
or design to deceive anyone about that 
case. It is passing strange that the press 
and people of a great city like St. uis 
shouid, on such slight foundation, make such 
unjust and untrue charges against Mr. Gould. 
It would seem that any man who would do for 
St. Louis what Mr. Gould has done, is doing, 
and would still do, it those most interested 
would permit him, ought not to be ridi- 
culed and abused, especially for things of 
which he is entirely innocent—not even know- 
ing of their existence—by the very people he 
bepefits most. There seems to exist a singu- 
lar misunderstanding of the provisions of the 
Constitution and laws ofthis State about raii- 
roads. And even Col. Broadhead, notwith- 
standing his former opinion above referred to, 
seems also to have caught the infection. Sec. 
tion 13, article 12, of the Constitution, reads: 
Any railroad corporation or association or- 
ganized tor the purpose, shall have the right 
to construct and operate a railroad between 
any points within this State, and to connect at 
the State line with railroads of other States.’’ 
UNDER THIS PROVISION, 

neither the Oity of St. Louis, nor the Legisla- 
ture of the State, in my opinion, can prohibit 
such railroad corporations frum constructing 
and operating tifeir roads between any points 
in this State, no matter now many streets it 
may be constructed along, upon, or across. 
The city by a proper exercise of its 
police ower mav regulate the manner 
of exercising such rights so as to protect life, 
property and the comfort and safety of 
society. Butit cannot prohibit the exercise 
of the absolute right given by the Constitution 
to constructand operate such railroads, nor 
can it repeal, alter or amend charters. ° 

Again, section 58, article 4 of the Constitu- 
tion says: The General Assembly shall not 
pass any local or special law granting to any 
corporation, association or individual any 
special or exclusive right, privilege or immu- 
nity, or to any corporation, association or in- 
divi ual the right to lay down a railroad 


track. 

It the Legislature is forbidden to authorize 
railroad tracks to be laid down by special act, 
can the City of St. Louis, the creature of the 
State, and subject to the provisions of its 
Constitution and laws, authorize such a thing 
by special ordinance? Is the creature more 

werful than the creator? It never was in- 

nded to vest such a power in a city or 


county. 
THERE 18 0 PROVISION 
in the Constitution of this State which au- 
thorizes any municipal authorities to prohibit

A SHAMEFUL INTRIGUE, 


The Startling Sequel to an Alleged Case of 
Double Poisoning. 


DELHI, N. T., January 18.—The Hoops wife- 
poisoning case, which gave rise toa sensa- 
tional trial at the December term of the County 
Court, and which terminated in a verdict of 
acquittal of the accused husband, now basa 
sequel in the opening of the Coroner’s in- 
quest under circumstances implying strong 
suspicions thata lately deceased conspicuous 


citizen of the county was foully done to death 
by poison, The investigation is being con- 
ducted by Coroner Barker and a jury sum- 
moned by him. The first step was the ex- 
bumation of the remains of John Griffen, a 
tormer property-owner and respected citizen 
of Hobart, who died, as was then ¢ yo 
of natural causes, on December 23, 1585, and 
the removal of the stomach and r of 
the intestines. These were placed in a glass 
jar under seal, and on Saturday were sent to 
an expert chemist at Albany for analysis. The 
e widow is a handsome and 
lively runette, who formerly moved 
in the highest charch and social 
society, and possessed a fair fame, unsmirched 
by scandal. In April, 1885, as she testified at 
the late trial, she became acquainted with 
Arthur F. Hoops, acoachman inthe employ 
of a neighboring family. He is a well edu- 
cated and notably good-looking man of 85 
years, Prior to Mr. Griffin’s death, Hoops 
was 
A FREQUENT CALLER 
at the house on one pretext or another, and 
the cordiality between Mrs. Griffin and the 
coachman became a subject of remark. After 
the husband's death, oops, having in the 
meantime quit his place as coachman, 
was engaged pretty regularly in the 
fair widow's employ as gardener and overseer 
of her landed property, and the relations of 
the two became a matter of wile notoriety. 
It was at this stage of affairs, and in March 
last, while Hoops and his wife, who is a pretty, 
mild-mannered young woman, were boarding 
ata Mrs. Rollins’, that the alleged attempt by 
the husband to poison his wife occurred. 
Somebody, evidently with deadly intent, 
mixed cyanide of potassium with the salt in 
the dish placed by the side of Mrs. Hoops’ 
plate at the breakfast table. The authorities 
thought they saw a motive for the 
crime in a desire on Hoops’ part to rid him- 
self of his wife, that he might marry the 
widow Griffen, and he was arrested, indicted 
and brought to trial. At the trial the widow 
was an interesting and a self-possessed and 
positive witness for the defense in repudiating 
any unlawful intimacy with the accused man, 
She admitted on cross-examination, how- 
ever, that she 

GAVE BAIL FOR HIS APPEARANCE 
for trial because she thought he was inno- 
dent, and that she had transferred certain 
real estate to his leading counsel, but she 
denied that the tragsfer was in payment of 
counsel fees. The jury on the first ballot 
stood 8 to (for acquittal, and afterward united 
inaverdict of not guilty. The verdict was 
not satisfactory to many minds in the com- 
munityand when Hoops went back direct 
from the prisoner’s dock into the employ 
of Mrs. Griffen, suspicion and scandal 
were excited to redoubled intensity. The Cor- 
oner’s inquest now in progress is the outcome 
of the state of public feeling. The Coroner 
has as yet ordered no arrests, but it is under- 
stood that if the chemists’ analysis develops 
the tact that Griffen was killed by poison, one 
or more persons will be called to answer at 
the bar of justice for the crime. The theory 
is that Mrs. Griffen was to poison her husband 
and Hoops his wife, so that the widow and the 
coachinan might marry. The coachman, by 
accident, was prevented from carrying out 
his part of the agreement.

AUDRAN’S NEW OPERA, “INDIANA,” AND 
HELEN HASTINGS.

Not Much Promise in the New Musical Work 
rue New Star and Her Play Prove Fail 
ures—The Florences at Pope’s—The High 
Hat Ref a ent Notes,

New Tonk, January 18.—Audran’s new 
comic opera, ‘‘Indiana,’’ presented by the 
McOaull Opera Company, drew & good-sized 
audience to the Star Theater last night. There 
was considerable interest to hear the last 
novelty from the pen of the 
author of the ‘‘Crowing Hen. The 
libretto is by Farnie, and his poem is said 
to have been put to music in its original 
shape. This was, of course, a very clever 
thing fora French composer to do. Itisa 
pity, however, that Audran should have 
fallen into the hands of so incapable a 
co-laborer, for he bas some pleasant num- 
bers in his score, and Col. McCaull 
has a goodly operatic company fitted for 
the delineation of better operatic character 
than the dense brain of Mr. Farnie could ever 
produce. Among the members of the com- 
pany who distinguished themselves last night 
were Miss Lilly Post, who sang several solos 
as an alleged American girl, Indiana Grey- 
faunt, (an excruciatingly funny name for an 
American girl, don’t you know) Mr. Digby 
Bell, who as the handsome young English 
operatic miller, Matto’ the Mill, amused the 
audience by excellent play and dance, as did 
Miss Annie Myers, the miller’s bride, and Mrs. 
Laura Joyce Bell, as Lady Prue. Mr. Ellis 
Ryse, as Sir Mulberry Mullit, was a character- 
istic figure of an Englishman ofa very old 
school, strongly feminding one in his make- 
up of the late Chevalier Wikoff, 

It would be a difficult task to give in short 
space any idea of the operatic story of ‘‘Ind- 
lang, it is so exceedingly stupid, too, that 
it would scarcely interest the readers of the 
Post-DISPATOH. Its jokes and puns are 80 
poor that one wonders why Col. McCaull does 
not put his pencil through them and get some- 
body to rewrite the dialogue from beginning 
toend. The features of the operetta are the 
set ofthe first act, representing an English 
landscape with a mill, and a mill-wheel that Is 
kept going round by means of real water. The 
interest of the audience is to some extent kept 
up by watching the wheel go round and wond- 
ering how so slightacascade can turn so big 


awheel. But the second act has some bright 
features and bright singing. Mr. Digby Bell 
is funny, the chorus is artistically costumed. 
However, the judgment on the operetta asa 
whole must be that Col. McCaull is capable of 
much better work than is affordéd by ‘‘In- 
diana. 

When Farnie is good he is coarse; when he 
is original he is so unutterably stupid that no 
composer in the world can get any inspira- 
tion out of whathe writes. 

ANOTHER FEMININE IMPORTATION. 

Miss Helen Hastings, an English actress, 
made her debut before an American public at 
the Union Square Theater lastnight. She 

layed in a new comedy called Pen and Ink.“ 
Miss Hastings is young and pretty, Lotta- like 
in her acting and altogether does very clever, 
kitten ish work. She is badly handicapped, 
however, by a playthat is hopelessly bad. 
The author of Pen and Ink’’ is not named 
but is presumably a woman of the Duchess“ 
order. There was no stage business and al- 
most no attempt at acting. The characters 
came onthe stage, repeated their lines and 
ambied off again. it was for all the world like 
make-believe acting, such as all ot ug used to 
indulge in long ago, when we were boys and 

irls together and rigged up a stage in the old 
— he dialogue was drawn out and much 
of it seemed made up onthe spurof the mo- 
mentas the players went along. The title 
Pen and Ink is allowed because a married 
man and a younggul run away from a coun- 
try house and start a newsvaper. The young 
woman (Miss Hastings) puts on boy’s clothes 
and becomes the office boy, and what slender 
plot there is hinges’ on the difficulties sur- 
rounding these two. The humor (what 
there is of it) is English of the 
Punch order, and is very trying to the average 
American. The play was written for English 
characters and surroundings, but in bring- 
ing it here the management have tried to lo- 
calize it,and located the piece at Irvington-on- 
the-Hudson. The result is that a biond 
captain, impossible anywhere but in England, 
masquerades as something or otherina quite 
too indefinite way. The story of ‘‘Pen and 
Ink is the story ofany one ofthe cheap ro- 
mances dished up by the penny dreadfuls. 
Beautiful Flower Girl's Love““ or 
Manger, the Marvellous Me- 
lodeon Player's Bride, would act quite as 
intelligently if either of them was dramatized. 
There would at least be action and dialogue 
more to the point. It is a matter of regret 
that Miss Hastings does not appear under 
more favorable auspices. Nothing can redeem 
the play and her support seemed to take little 
interest in their parts. Eugene Jepson as 
the editor was good and Miss Hastings herself 
was clever, but when this is said allis said.
